r to fill the vacancy. The necessary Notification will therefore now! be 
published in the Calcutta Gazette, specifying the Municipalities of the Kajshahi

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Division as the group of Municipalities on whose recommendation the. 
Lieutenant-Gevernor will make a nomination to the seat. Only those Muni- 
cipalities which enjoy a clear income from municipal resources proper of 
Rs. 5,000 and over may exercise the right of voting for the selection of a 
candidate for nomination to the Council. The voting power of each Muni- 
cipality will be calculated on the basis of its ordinary income, according to the 
following scale :—

8. Under Rule 1V of the Regulations framed by the Governor-General 
in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State under section 1 (4) of 
the Indian Councils Act, .1892, for Bengal, the Lieutenant-Governor now 
desires that the Commissioner of the Rajshahi Division will at once addresa the 
Chairmen of the Municipalities enumerated in the above list, requesting them 
to convene a special meeting of their Municipalities at which one member of the 
Municipality should be selected to represent them for the purpose of making 
the recommendation for the seat in Council. ‘The name of the representative 
so selected must be reported at once by the Chairman to the Commissioner of 
the Division, and he will be entitled to exercise all the votes of the body which 
he represents. 

4, The period of three months laid down in Rule VII of the Regulations 
as that. within which a recommendation shall be made to the Lieutenant- 
Governor will run from the date on which the Commissioner of the Division 
issves his request to the Chairmen of the Municipalities. 

5. As soon as the representatives have been selected, they will be called 
upon by the Commissioner of the Division to meet together on an early and 
convenient date, with special reference to the limit of time imposed by Rule 
VII of the Regulations, and at such convenient placg as he may specify, for 
the purpose of electing, by a majority of votes, a person whom they will 
recommend to the Lieutenant-Governor to be nominated as a member of the 
Council. The names of all candidates put forward at such meeting shall be 
duly proposed by one of the representatives present. The person elected 
must obtain a majority of the votes of the representatives present. If on the 
occasion of the first vote an absolute majority is not obtained, the name of 
the candidate who obtains the least number of votes shall be withdrawn 
from the election, and another vote shall then be held for the remaining 
candidates, and so on, until an absolute majority is obtained. 

6. The electoral representatives present at this meeting shall elect one 
of themselves to be Chairman, and he shall preside and be responsible for the 
fair and proper conduct of the voting. 

* 











7. The Chairman of the meeting shall without delay report to the 
Commissioner of the Division the name of the person elected, with the number 
of votes obtained, and any other information which it may appear desirable to 
communicate, and on behalf of the meeting shall recommend to the Lieutenant- 
Governor the nomination to the Council of the person go elected. The 
Commissioner shall submit the report from the Chairman of the meeting, with 
any observations he may wish to add, to the Chief Secretary to Government, 
by whom the recommendation will be submitted to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

8. Attention is drawn to the following Rule VI of the Regulations which 
have been framed by the Governor-General in Council with the approval of the 
Secretary of State :— 

VI.—It shall be a condition in the case of any person to be recommended by a 
Municipal Corporation, or group of Municipal Corporations, that ho shall be a person resident 
within the Municipality or the district in which it ie situated, or in some one of the 
Municipalities oonstituting the group or of the districts in which they are situated. A 
similar condition shall also apply to persons to be recommended by District Boards. 

Explana’ton.—A person ix not “resident” within the meaning of this rule unless he has 
8 place of residence in the looality concerned, and such practical connection with that locality 
as qualifies him to represent the inhabitants thereof. 

If at any time the question ’s raised whether a person poree for eleotion is “ resident” 
within the meaning of this rule, the question shall be referred to and decided by the T.ocal 


Government, whose decision shall be final. 


Under this rule it is not necessary that the person recommended shall be a 
member of any Municipality concerned, but he must be resident within the 
Division from which the recommendation is made. Subject to this condition, 
the rules declare no limit of qualification, and it is left to the representatives 
to recommend a person under Rule V (c) according to the majority of their 
votes. 
9. It is desirable that the subsidiary arrangements now sanctioned shall, 
as far as possible, be given effect to by the Municipalities concerned with the 
minimum of official interference. The Divisional Commissioner and the 
District Magistrates will, of course, afford any assistance which may be 

uired, and will do their utmost to facilitate the smooth working of the 
elections; but Government officers are forbidden to take part, directly or 
indirectly, in the election by caavassing, influencing votes, or otherwise inter- 
fering with the free choice of the Municipalities. No indication should be 
given by any official member of any of the Municipalities concerned as to the 
manner in which he himself intends to vote. 

OrpereD that a copy of this Resolution be furnished to the Commissioner 
of the Rajehahi Division for information and guidance, and for communication 
to the Municipalities concerned in his Division.

Explanatory.—The chief bhadoi food crops of . Bengal 
are— 
(a) Cereals including millets: bhadoi paddy, maize or 
makai, great millet or jowar, spiked millet or 
bajra, and the minor millets marua, kodo, 
cheena, kaon and shama, 

(6) Pulses: cowpeas or barbati, bhadot kalai and mung. 


Besides these, vegetables and potherbs of various kinds 
may be included among bhadot ra crops. 

The chief bhadot non-food crops are jute, indigo and 
‘cotton, for which separate forecasts are issued. Bhadoi til or 
gingelly is shown in the vilseed forecast, ' 

Bhadoi paddy occupies nearly 60 per cents» of the total 
area under bhadot crops in the Province of Bengal, and it is 
the chief dhadoi food crop of Bengal and Orissa.® In Bihar 
bhadoi paddy is largely grown in the districts of Purnea, 
Bhagalpur, Sonthal Parganas, Champaran, and Malda. But * 
maize and the millets—bajra and mandua—are the chief 
bhadot food crops of Bihar, maize alone covering nearly 
30 per cent,, and jowar3 per cent. of the total bhadoi cropped 
area of Bihar. 

Character of the season —The rainfall in March was 

enerally scanty throughout the Province, except in Chota. 
ei Division, In April it was also scanty in the south- 
west and west of Bengal and in Chota Nagpur, Orissa, 
and Bihar; but in North and East Bengal, the rainfall was 
considerably in excess of the normal. In May there was 
an excessive rainfall in all the Provinces, except ih Orissa. 
There was almost no rainfall aaa the first week of: June, 
and during the month the rainfall was below normal in 
North and East Bengal. In South-west Bengal and Bihar, 
the rainfall was almost normal, but in Orissa and Chota 





Es. 


Nagpur, there was a considerable excess. In July the rainfall 
was above normal and plentiful, except in Orissa where it 
was slightly below normal. The greatest excess was in 
Chota Nagpur. In ase the rainfall was considerably 


below normal in the Presidency, Burdwan, Dacca, and 
Chittagong Divisions, and in the districts of Rajshahi, 
Jalpaiguri, and Pabna, and above normal in the Patna and 
the Chota Nagpur Divisions, and in the districts of Monghyr 
and Bhagalpur. The excessive rain in Patna, Gaya, and 
Shahabad helped to cause floods in Monghyr. In Orissa 
the rainfall was practically normal during August, On the 
whole the rainfall was not favourable to the crop. 

Area sown.—The Collectors of Nadia, Khulna, Bhegalpur 
and Purnea have sibmitted revised figures, and the normal 
area under bhadoi crop’ excluding the area under jute, cotton, 
and bhadoi til, for which separate forecasts ure issued, comes 
to 13,893,200 acres against 13,205,900 acres shewn last year. 
The actual area under bhadoi crops, food and non-food, (jute, 
cotton and bhadoi til being excluded) this year, is 12,536,700 
acres, against 12,162,200 acres in the last year. The area 
under bhadoi food crops this year, is 11,908,300 acres against 
11,703,900 acres last year, showing an excess of 204,400 . 
acres. 

Character of the crop.—From the Appendix which contains 
a summary of the district returns, it will appear that only five 
districts, viz., Rajshabi, Darjeeling, Dacca, Faridpur, and 
Balasore, report a.crop of 100 per cent. Three districts, viz., 
Champaran, Dongeipes and Singhbhum, report a crop of 90 | 
to 97 per cent. On the other hand two districts, viz., 
Mongbyr and Shahabad, report a very low outturn of 44 and 
41 per cent., fespectively, and Patna, Gaya, and Saran only 
report 60 to,61 percent. Three districts, viz, Murshidabad, 
Divajpur, and Hazaribagh, return a crop of 53, 57, and 56 


sd cent., respectively. Fifteen districts, viz., Birbhum, 


hulna, Midnapore Hooghly, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Chitta- 
Gone: Purnea, Angul, Ranchi, Nadia, the Sonthal Parganas, 
, Palamau, and Muzaffarpur, report a 60 to 79 per cent, 
crop, and the remaining fourteen an 8? to 89 per cent, crop. 
Tbe total outturn of the bhadoi crops for the whole of 
Bengal, as estimated by the District Officers, comes to 77 per 
éent. Considering the untimeliness of the rainfall in most 
districts, I am inclined to think that the total outturn of the 
bhadoi crops will not be more than 80 per cent.

Explanatory —This report is based on returns received 
| from Collectors of 26 districts between the 12th and 18th 
September. 
| Area under crop in 1904,—Very careful inquiries have been 
made in all districts by Collectors and gazetted officers of 
their staff, and also in the important districts, by the 
Director, Assistant Director, and alg, overseers. In 
Purnea and Rangpur, gurvey, railway, and import figures 
from Nepal, have also been used as a check. The Collector 
of Purnea now returns the area under cultivation this year 
at 230,000 acres. After seeing his papers at Purnea, I agree 
with him. I do not , only with the Collector of Rang- 
pur. After visiting Pengpar a second time I left the 
Assistant Director to check the figures, examine the survey 
records, and visitimportant thanas. His enquiries show that 
usually the area under crop exceeds 400,000 acres. The 
Collector, however, returns 428,900 acres under crop this year. 
Owing to the early excessive rain and subsequent unfavour- 
_ able conditions in Rangpur, some of the jute was ploughed 
up. I am of opinion that the area under crop this year does 
not exceed 387,000 acres. In the other important districts, 
where alterations have been made, Collectors have generally 
utilised the reports of the travelli.ig everseers, and I accept 
all the clianges. The Collectors’ returns in the annexed 
statement show 2,892,800 acres under crop. I consider 
that 2,850,000 is a safer figure. 
Normal area,—Further inquiries will be made next year. 
It may then be possible, by checking the important changes 
made in the record of actual cultivation, during the past two 
years, with the figures of next year, to determine a normal 
area. I make no change at present in the area recorded 
as normal in the final forecast of 1903, and in the first fore- 
cast of this year, viz., 2,470,000 acres. The alterations 
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proposed by Collectors are noted in the column of remarks 
of the statement. ' me 
Prospects of the crop.—Collectors report that untimely 
and excessive rain has damaged the crop in many districts 
and has hindered weeding. In the following important 
districts, Collectors have reduced their estimates :— ;

Estimates have been raised by Collectors in the following 
important districts :— 

Tippera from 70 to 84 per cent. and Jessore from 69 to 76 per 

cent, 

Farilpur, Dacca, and Rajshahi still return 100 per cent. 
each, Bogra 78 per cent., and Pabna+87} per cent., as 
before. . 

Estimates of outturn—Mymensingh, in which there is a 
small reduction in estimate (75 to 70), and Rangpur, in 
which the reduction is important (69 to 48), grow more than 
one-third of the crop in Bengal. For this reason especially, 
the Collectors’ estimates now work out to 76 per cent., as 
against 81 per cent, in the first forecast. Allowing for the 
tendency to underestimate, I am of opinion that an outturn of 
85 per cent, in 2,850,000 acres may lp expected. Calculating 
an outturn of 3 bales to the acre as 100 per cent., this 
represents about 722 lakhs of bales.

Assam.—A telegram of the 17th instant from the Director 
states :—“ Estimates poor, outturn 46,000 bales.” 

Cooch Bthar.—The Superintendent of the State eek

The total normal area 
under winter rice, taking the revised figures, is now estimated 
at 30,502,400 acres, against 30,554,600 given in the final 
forecast of 1908. ‘The actual area under winter rice this 
year is 29,976,900 acres, against 27,395,800 acres of last 
year, shewing an increaso of 2,581,100 acres, 

Character of the crop.—Out of forty-five districts in Bengal 
the following twenty ire an outturn of 100 per cent, and 
avove, viz., Burdwan, Birbhum, Bankura, Rajshahi, Rang: 

ur, Pabna, Dacca, Mymensingh, Faridpur, Gaya, Saran, 

hamparan, Darbhanga, Bhagalpur, Sonthal Parganas, 
Angul, Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Manbhum, and Singhbhum. On 
the other hand, the following three districts expect a low- 
outtarn, viz., Jessore 67 per cent., Nadia 76 per cent, and 
Murshidabad*79 per cent.

Of the important districts, 
Muzaffarpur shows an outturn of 30 per cent., Champaran 47, 
Darbhanga 73, Purnea 75, Monghyr 88, and Bhagalpur 89 per 
cent. of a normal crop. The District Officer’s estimate for 
Bengal Proper is an outturn of 56 per cent., for North- 
Bihar, an outturn of 52 cent., and for the other Bihar 
districts 78 per cent. For the whole Province Collectors 
return 56 per cent. ofa normal crop. I estimate an outturn of 
60 per cent. for Bengal Proper, 56 per cent. for North-Bihar, 
and 80 per cent. for the other Bihar districts. For the whole 
Province I estimate an outturn of not less than 60 per cent. 

Gross oulturn.—According to the estimates of the District 
Officers, the total yield of inte in North-Bihar amounts 
to about 22,000 factory maunds, against 29,885 of last year; 
and in Bengal Proper and other Bihar districts the yield 
amount to nearly 9,000 factory maunds, against 11,675 of 
last year, making a total of 31,000 factory maunds for the 
whole Province. Probably the outturn will not be more 
than 35,000 factory maunds.

The Report of the Board of Revenue on the Land Revenue Administration of the 
Lower Provinces for the year 1903-1904. ’ 


The Report was punctually submitted to Government. 

2. Collections, balances and remissions.—The collections of land revenue from 
all the three classes of estates were good. It was observed in last year’s Resolu- 
tion that the total collections, as also the percentages of the current collections 
on the current demand and of the total collections on the total demand, were 
betier than in any year of the quinquennium then completed; while the total 
balance outstanding at the close of the year was the lowest on record during the 
‘Same peri It is satisfactory to observe that during the year under review 
even those excellent results were surpassed. : 

In estates held direct by Government the total collections were over 100 
per cent, of the current demand, and the balance outstanding at the close of 
i the year was much smaller than at the end of the preceding year. Tne current 
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Collections were below the fixed standards 
were large in nine districts, The explan are, 
however, satisfactory. ae 
8. Road and Public Works Cesses—The current demand of cesses increased — 
by about two and-a-half lakhs, owing mainly to revaluation operations having 
been undertaken in several districts, The collections were generally good, and 
were above the prescribed standard in twenty-four out of the forty-three 
districts in which the Cess Act is in force, Although the percentage of collec- 
tions declined slightly, viz., from 100'4 to 99°2, the explanations given for the 


_ decrease are generally satisfactory. 


4. Coercive processes.—As in previous years, the revenve sale law was 
worked with moderation and discretion; and, although the number of defaults 
in the payment of Government dues increased by 754, the number of sales 
declined by 34. A large decrease (79,463) in the number of certificates filed 
having occurred in the year 1902-1903, it is not erprising to find that there has 
been a substantial increase (22,086) in the number of such cases during the year 
under report. The number of cases disposed of during the year exceeded the 
number instituted by 1,316, or by °75 per cent. ; and the Certificate Department 
was efficiently administered. 

5. Condition of the raiyats on Government estates and expenditure on 
improvements.—The condition of the raiyats in the Government estates through- 
out the Province was generally prosperous. The Palamau Government estate 
has for several years past suffered from failure of crops; but the Board and the 
local officers have done all that lay in their power both to alleviate distress 
and to encourage the construction of protective works. 

The expenditure incurred on miscellaneous and sanitary improvements in 
Government estates during the year amounted to Rs. 2,23,488, as against 
Rs, 2,30,041 in the previous year. Of this amount, Rs, 30,611 were spent on 
tanks and wells; Rs. 78,361 on drainage, irrigation and embankments; 
Rs, 14,795 on roadsand bridges; and the rest on works;of a miscellaneous nature, 
Out of the totul sum (Rs. 2,57,767) allotted for works of improvement, 
Rs. 37,279 remained unexpended at the close of the year, as against Ks. 11,960 
in 1902-1903. Special reasons, however, account satisfactorily for the greater 
part of the amount which lapsed. : 

6. Land Regisiration.—The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure the 
care with which the Board are watching the working of the Land Registration 
Act and endeavouring to secure the punctual registration of interests under it. 
A Bill to amend the Act with the object of improving the maintenance of the 
registers prescribed by law will shortly be introduced into the Bengal 
Legislative Council. : 

7. Takavi Advances.—Government will await the receipt of the report 
promised by the Board showing the net financial results of the loans granted 
under the d Improvement Loans Act during the period 1897-98 to 1903- 
1904, A total sum of Rs. 17,44,215 was advanced under the Agriculturists’ 
Loans Act during the period in question, of which Rs. 14,63,501 were 
recovered, and Rs, 6,815 were remitted. The interest which accrued on the 
amount advanced was Ks, 1,60,726, of which Rs, 1,45,755 were realised and 
Rs. 787 were remitted. ‘he net loss incurred by Government amounted, 
therefore, to Rs. 7,102, his loss was, however, more than counterbalanced 


by the gain of a, sum of Rs, 47,966, which represents the difference between 


the rate (34 per cent.) at which Government may be assumed to have borrowed 
money, and that (6} per cent.) at which it lent the same. 

8. Working of the Bengal Tenancy Act of 1885.—The Lieutenant-Governor 
agrees with the Board that though, since the passing of the Bengel Tenancy 
Act, landlords and tenants athe have become better acquainted with their 
rights and duties, the time has come when defects in the Act, which have been 
discovered since its last amendment, should be remedied, and further power 
be taken to prevent attempts to nullify the record-of-rights, and the illegal 
enhancement of rents, This question is engaging the attention of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

9. Rent-suits under Act X of 1859 and I; B,C.) of 1879, as amended by Act 


_ V (B.C) of 1903.—In the Orissa Division the number of rent-suits showed # 


further increaso during the year under review, being 2,125, as against 23,044 






Resolution, to the fact that, owing to stidhestsent of the revenue at tl 
last settlement, landlords eavaet ations to allow t6 remain outstanding 





for so long as formerly, and that the settlement records make it easy for a 


zamindars to prove their claims in Court. 

Rent-suits in the Chota Nagpur Division declined from 7,394 in 1902-03 
to 6,285 in the year under report. The decrease in Ranchi was due mainly 
to the recent amendment of section 123 of Act I (B.C.) of 1879, which, by 

- facilitating the sale of tenures for arrears of rents, has made the tenure- 
holders more punctual in the payment of their rents. His Honour is glad to 
observe that the Board continue to watch carefully the operation of the penal 
provisions of Acts VI (B.C.) of 1862 and 1 (B.C.) of 1879. The large number 
of suits in which damages were allowed in Puri and the increase in the number 
of such cases in Palamau will doubtless receive their attention. 

10. Inspection:.—The failure of the Collector of Saran to inspect his 
office is unsatisfactory; and the explanation given, viz., that there were 
frequent changes of officers during the year, is inadequate. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is pleased to observe that the Board have taken due notice of the 
failure of certain Subdivisional Officers to inspect their offices and sub-treasuries 
according to the rules. 

11. Weather and crops, prices of food and wages of labour.—The rainfall 
of the Province during the year was generally below the normal. Notwith- 
standing this fact, the harvests were good and prices low. Wages remained 
stationary, except in Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad and Pabna. In Midna- 
pore wages fell considerably, owing to the cessation of railway construction; 
whereas in the three last-named districts they rose in consequence of a demand 
for labour for the Ranaghat-Murshidabad Railway. 

12, Material condition of the people.—The material condition of the raiyats 
was generally good, except in a few districts where there was a partial failure 
of the crops. In Palamau, owing to deficient rainfall, the bhadoi crop was not 
much more than half the normal yield, and some distress was experienced. 
The outturn of the ¢i/ crop was, however, excellent and saved the district from 
severe scarcity. Loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act had to be dis- 
tributed to the extent of one lakh of rupees; and in some areas famine was only 
averted by the railway which imported large quantities of rabi seed and enabled 
the ti7 crop to be exported. During the current year, the zamindars of the 
district have taken advances amounting to about Rs. 46,500 for works of 
irrigation; and the Deputy Commissioner reports that these works will doubt- 
less secure a largely increased outturn in future years. 

13. Co-operative Credit Societies—Twelye new Co-operative Credit 
Societies were established during the year, viz., 7 in Government estates, 2 in 
Wards’ estates and 3 in private estates. The total number of such societies 
actually working at the close of the year was 58, of which 26 were in Govern- 
ment estates, 16 in Wards’ estates and 16 in private estates. The amounts 
advanced to these societies were Rs. 4,300 from Government funds, Rs, 600 
from the Court of Wards’ funds, and Rs, 3,037 from private sources. The most 
successful societies appear to have been those established in the Sankara Ward’s 
estaty in the Sonthal Parganas, where they are reported to have been of great 
benefit to the people. The recent appointment of a Registrar under the Co- 
operative Credit Societies Act \X of 1904) will doubtless give a great stimulus 
to the development of these societies ; and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that 
the Board will be able to report much progress in this direction in next year’s 
report. 

: 14, The thanks of the Lieutenant Governor are due to the Board for 
their successful administration of the Land Revenue Department and for their 
full and interesting report. The notices vf officers mentioned as deserving 
of special commendation have been read with pleasure by the Lieutenant-
